PARTICIPANT IN LYNCHING 
MURDERER PURE AND SIMPLE 


--- Justice Brewer 


_, Milwaukee, Wis., July 13.—‘Every man 
who participates in the lynching or the 
burning of a negro is a murderer pure 
and simple.”’ 

This opinion was given by Associate 
Justice David G. Brewer, of the United 
States supreme gourt, who is in Mil- 
waukee on private business. 

“Of course,’’ explained Judge Brewer, 
“there may be extenuating circumstances 
which would vary the degree of the 
crime, but the principal participants in 
the crime can be held by any cogrt in the 
land for murder in the same degree as 
if the crime was committed by an in- 
dividual. 

“There is going to be a reaction against 
the atrocious crimes with which the 
papers have been filled. The fact that 
the people are now interesting themselves 
in the discussion of this problem makes 
manifest the fact that there is a ten- 
dency toward a change. I1 expect that 
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it will come soon. I cannot say what 
form it will take, but there will be an 
uprising of popular feeling against lynch- 
ings which will result in a remedy.”

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PLONAGE JURY 
S DISCHARGED 


Judge Jones Again Plays 
Jurymen, 


‘Says Members of Jury Have Told the 


Worli That They Denied a 
Negro Justice Simply Be- 
cause He Is a 
Negro. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 13.—(Speciai.)— 
The jury in the case of the United States 
v. Fletcher Turner, chargéd with hold- 
ing Glennie Helms, a negro, in a condi- 
tion of -peonage, reported to Judge 
Thomas G Jones late this afternoon that 
they could not agree on a vertdict, and 
were discharged. The jury -stood 6 to 6. 

The judge then said in part: 

“The court will not hold you longer. 
There are some things, however, it is 
my duty to say to you, before you go; I 
say that not only as a judge, but as an 
Alabaman, as a southern man and as an 
ex-confederate soldier, I understand how 
disagreeable it may be at times for a 
man to discharge a duty, and that it is 
unpleasant -to face hostile opinion, preju- 
dice or passion and to be misunderstood. 
These things com to every ‘one who 
courageously discharges his duty. Never- 
theless, I had hoped that this jury would 
be strong enough to do its duty and reach 
a conclusion. Those of you who have 
refused to follow the instructions of the 
court have in effect said to everybody 
in and out of Alabama that in a plain 
case, where there is no dispute as to law 
or the facts and no room for reasonable 
doubt, that a jury in one of the most in- 
telligent districts of this state has divid- 
ed and declined to enforce the law for no 
other reason than the base one that the 
defendant is a white man and the victim 
of the law he violated is a negro boy. 

“The court can only say to those of 
you who -tried to follow the law as the 
court gave it to you that you have the 
thanks of the court for trying to do your 
duty. The court will only say now to 
those who did to the contrary that God 
forbid that the time will ever come in this 
country when you are helpless and dis- 
tressed and have been the victim of op- 
pression when you will be denied that pro- 
tection of the law to which you appeal 
and to which every law-abiding human 
being js entitled among all civilized peo- 


ple.’’ 
It is stated here tonight that Turner 


wil] have to stand this trial over again, 
and that another jury will be selected to 
try him. All the other cases against him 
have been postponed until August 3.

SANGER QUITS; 
OLIVER IS NAMED 


Albany, N. Y., Man will Be 
Assistant Secretary 
“of War. 


Oyster Bay, N, Y,, July 13.—President 
Roosevelt has decided to appoint Briga- 
dier General Robert Shaw Oliver, of Al- 
bany, N. Y., as assistant secretary of war 
to succeed Colonel William Cary Sanger, 


resigned. 

The appointment was agreed on today 
at a conference between the president 
and Secretary Root. It has been in com- 
templation for some time, as it has been 
known that Secretary Sanger desired to 
retire from the war department on ac- 
count of the ill health of Mrs. Sanger.

Denver, Col., July 13.—The big Tent En- 
deavor, tn which the Christian Endeavor 
convention has been held for the last 
four days, was blown over this afternoon 
while more than 8,000 persons were under 
the canvas, and nearly a score of men 
and women were slightly injured. Mrs. 
Jessie M. Thornburgh, of Denver, was 
the most severely hurt. Her nose was 
gashed and her scalp received several 
cuts.

vented suffocation. As at was, many 
women fainted and were extricated from 
the folds of the canvas with much dif- 
ficulty. Mrs. Winifred Sleep, of Den- 
ver, who was in charge of St. Mark's 
hospital tent, seeing. the catastrophe at 
the big tent, telephoned to the electric 
light company to shut off the current. 
This prevented any damage from the live 
wires that had fallen with the tent poles. 
Gave Thanks for Escape. 

As soon as most of the imprisened dele- 
gates had been extricated from the folds 
of the tent, they congteguted in the open 
air and held an impromptu praise service. 

The session was in full progress in the 
tent. A sudden squall lifted up the big 
canvas as if it were a balloon, and the 
immense stretch of cloth belched like a 
sail in a gale. The guy ropes and the 


main poles were pulled from their places, 
and the guest of wind, momentarily ceas- 
ing, the tent roof collapsed. 

Even as the tent was in ascent many 
of the worshippers became pagic stricken, 
The screams sent up by hundreds of 
''women was hushed by the fall of the 
canvas. But before the collapse ended 
Mr. Ramsey had hadi time to spring 
on a chair and to call loudly on the men 
to hold up the canvas, and to cafdh the 
poles.as they fell. Hundreds of men 
sprang to their feet almost before Mr. 
Ramsey called, and those who were not 
tripped by the entangling canvas caught 
the poles. More than a thousand persons, 
who had sat near the walls of the tent, 
escaped the toils of the tent and im- 
médiately formed themselves into a res- 
cue corps. Those who had fainted and 
those who suffered from injuries were 
quickly removed to the hospital tent.

Rome, July 14, 2:15 a. m.—‘‘While there 
fs life there is hope,’ was all the conso- 
lation Dr. Lapponi would give tonight in 
admitting that Pope Leo’s condition was 
very grave. 

The pontiff has suffered another relapse 
and ehe lies this morning in a more crit- 
ical condition than at any time since the 
middle of last week. The semi-comgtose 
condition into which he fell at midnight 
and the confused state of his heretofore 
lucid mind on his awakening at an early 
hour this morning, accompanied by still 
greater depression than during yesterday, 
are regarded as symptoms of the gravest 
nature and as pointing to an imminent 
dissolution. Even in the early evening 
aap opinion was less pessimistic, and 
Dr. Mazzoni thought the end was not in 
sight. He expressed the belief that un- 
less the disease took an unexpected turn 
there was no reason to apprehend death 
for two or three days. This statement, 
however, did not relieve the anxiety of 


these who know what powerful stimu- 
lants are constantly administered. 


‘Some attribute the pontiff's extreme 
weakness tonight to tha excessive mental 
and physical efforts undertaken yester- 
day in receiving visitors and in hearing 
mass. 

Never before has the patient's weak- 
néss progressed as it did yesterday. For 
the first time since his sickness the pop» 
asked to have the shuters almost closed, 
as the light hurt his eyes, and at the 
same time, contrary to his custom, he 
begged to be left as quiet as possible. 

Another noteworthy symptom of his 
weakening condition was the docility with 
which he took his medicine and nourish- 
ment. Previously, indeed, during his 
whole life, Pope Leo hag been against 
the prescriptions of doctors or anything 
which had the aspect of being forced on 
him. His feeling of fatigue and indif- 
ference was interpreted as a sign that 
his vitality was fast diminishing.

Nothing is more encouraging and satis- 
factory in the midst of conditions that 
surround us here in the south than the 
fact that from time to time the best 
representatives of both races can meet 
face to face: and discues the questions 
that relate to our mutual welfare. So 
far as human power can pierce the fu- 
ture we are to abide here permanently, 
side by side, in increasing numbers. 
Since this is true, no man of either race 
is worthy of his citizenship who does 
not in every straightforward way ‘seek 
to promote the greatest harmony and 
the most lasting friendship between the 
races.* “1 should rather—ten times rather 
—have the good will and confidence of the 
neighbors, in my street, .or in my little 
community, than to have their ill will, for 
the sake of the friendship of a man a 
thousand miles away, for instance. 

Every decent white man and negro in 
the south is glad that the time will 
soon be at an end when a negro will 
be popular with his people in propor- 
tion as he curses the white man; or when 
a white man can be promoted to positions 
of trust and honor, in proportion as he 
has been successful in unfairly condemn- 
ing the negro. Let us all rather learn 
a lesson from one of the greatest of 
southerners, Wade Hampton, of South 
Carolina, when, on his dying bed, he ut- 
tered the words: * 

“God bless all of my people, white and 
black.” | 

Two recent occurrences emphasize the 
truth that the negro has strong and wise 
friends here in the very heart of the 
south. 1 refer, first to the zeal that some 
of the members of the white race in my 
own state of Alabama have shown in

It is the 
idle, ignorant, unskilled, homeless individ- 
ual who in most cases is thus guilty. 
In proportion ag the black people own 
their homes, they become conservative 
and law-abiding in: their voting and in 
their contact with the whites, and take 
as much interest ih the good name of 
their community as any other class of 
citizens. We owe it to ourselves, then, 
to See to it that in the home every child 
is taught the dignity of labor and the 
disgrace of idleness. We should see to it 
that every child is not only well trained 
morally and intellectually but that each 
One is trained well in one or more indus- 
trial occupations, In proportien as in the 
church, the schoo] and the home, our 
people are taught the beauty of labor 
and the disgrace of idjeness, will we 
cease to produce criminals. Above all 
else, we should not forget’ that there can 
be no true progress, no lasting civiliza- 
tion, unless there is-moral training in the 
home, and our people learn to draw the 
line between the vicious and the virtuous.

If at the present time there is any one 
phase of what is called the race pro®- 
lem that should give us ‘more ¢oncern 
than any other, it is the large -classa of 
idle men that hang around street corners 
and’ bar rooms of our large cities, both 
north and south, trying to live by their 
Wits. This idle class in the northern cities, 
is, I fear, likely to bring serious trouble 
to the race sooner than the same class 
will in the south, for the reason that near- 
ly every man of whatever color in the 
south can find abundant labor: while in 
the ‘north the doors of industry are too 
often closed against the negro, so Hs to 
force many who desire to work into 
idleness, and hence into crime. But there 
ig little reason for any man, north or 
south, a in permanent idleness. 
The leaders 6f the race owe it to them- 
Selves and to their fellows to see to it 
that every influence is put in motion that 
shall take, if possible every idle man from 
the street corners, and ak him at honest, 
productive employment, either In the city, 
or in the country, where labor is so much 
in demand. For any race, white or black, 
in the same stage of development as thea 
negro, I believe that .the masses are at 
their best on the soll of the country. In 
most cases a weak racé is out of its place 
Lin the cities. Here in the south, farm 
lands are cheap, labor is in demand, and 
a home can soon be secured. In order 
that the negro may be encouraged to 
make his home in the country, those in 
control should see that life and property 
are made just as secure there as in the 
cities, and that education is just as full 
as in the cities, 

Many of our people come to the city 
with a mistaken idea of fre@dom. There 
are several kinds of freedom. There is @ 
freedom that is apparent; and one that 
is real: a superficial freedom, and one that 
is substantial; a freedom that is tem- 
poral and deceptive, and one that is abid- 
ing and permanent; one that ministers to 
the lower appetites and passions, and 
anothér that encourages growth In the 
higher and sweeter things of life; a free- 
dom that is foreed, and one that is the 
result of struggle, forbearance, and self- 
sacrifice. But there is only one kind of 
freedom that jis worth ..e name, and that 
is the one embodied in the words spoken 
centurjes ago by the Great Master: ‘‘And 


shall-make you free.’’ One farm bousgnt, 
one house built, one home sweetly and in- 
telligently kept, one man who is the 
largest tuxpayer, or has the largest bank 
-aceourt,.one school or church maintain- 
ed, one factory running successfully, one 
truck garden profitably cultivated, one 
patient cured y a negro doctor, one 
sermon well preached, one life cleanly 
lived—theéese will tell] more in our favor 
than all the abstract eloquence tnat can 
be summoned to plead our oause, 

In our efforts tg go forward, we should 
keep in mind-the difference between the 
problom presentec previous to the civil 
war, and that flow confronting us. Be- 
fore our freedom, a giant tree was grow- 
ing in the garden which al] considered in- 
furious to the progress of the whole 
ration. The work to be’ done wags simple 
and direct. Destroy:the hurtful tree! 
work, before us now js not the destruction 
of a tree, but the growing of one. Slav- 
ery presented a problem of destruction; 
freedom présents one of construction. 
This requires patience, preparation of the 
soil, watering, pruning, and the most 
careful nursing. In this connection we 
should bear in mind that our ability and 
our prcegress will be measured largely by 
evidences of tangible, visible growth. We 
have a right in a conservative and sen- 
sible manner to enter our complaints, but 
we shall make a fata) error, if we yield 
to the temptation of believing that mere 
opposition to our wrongs, and the sim- 
ple utterance of complaint. will take the 
place of progressive, consiructive action, 
which must constitute the bed rock of 
ali true Civilization. The weakest ‘race 
or individua] can condemn a policy; It 
is the work of a statesman to construct 
one. A race ig not measured by its abil- 
ity to condemn, but to create. Let us 
hold up our heads, and with firm and 
steady tread, go manfully forward. No 
one likes to feel that he is continually 
following a funeral procession. 

I do not overlook the seriousness of 
the difficulties that face both the races in 
this county, but when we consider all the 
conditions of the past, and think thaf 
each race deserves credit for the fact 
that conditions are no worse, and they 
are as hopeful as they are, the negro 
has made tremendous progress and the 
future, in my opinion, has in store still 
greater things. 

When compared with the limitations 
and cruelties infilected upon the Jews in 
some parts of Europe in the present 
time, the future of the black man seems 
much more encouraging. ‘ 

The time has come here in the south 
when T believe the very highest type of 
southern white men and women are go- 
ing more and more -to take a hand in 
the elevation of the blacks at their doors. 
They are going to feel that it Is as sure- 
ly their duty and privilege to lift up the 
negro in the south as to raise up the 
natives in Africa .or China. In many 
sections this work is already in progress, 
and we hail it as the dawning of a bright- 
er day. 

In conclusion, as T have said, whites 
and blacks dre to reside together in this 
country permanently, ‘and we should 
lose no opportunity to cultivate in every 
manly way the greatest harmony be- 
tween the races. Whoever, north or 
south, black or white, stirs up strife 
needlessly, by word or deed, is an ene- 
my to both races and to his country. 
While making our appeals for help and 
sympathy, we should not forget that In 
the last. analysis the most effective ap® 
peal will consist in laying our cases he- 
fore the community and state In which 
we reside: nor that usefulness in our own 
homes will constitute our most potent and 
lasting protection. | 

I appreciate from the bottom. of my 
heart the tremendous and trying strain 
that is now upon us, and how difficult It 
a's for us to make progress'tinder such 
circumetances:

Pope’s Confesger Aggrieved. - 

Monsigner Pifferis the confessor of his 
holiness, feels rather offended because ‘he 
is not allowed to enter the sick chamber, 
and is especially dissatisfied with the at- 
tending physicians, believing it ig due to 
them that he is excluded, Thig morning 
he agan asked to be permitted to see Pope 
Leo. On hearing the request the pontiff 
said: : 

“When I need him I shall send for 
him,’’ and Monsignor Pitfferi left the 
vatican, considering himself an injured 
man, 

According to the rules established for 
the government of the noble guard, one 
of their principa],guties is to watch as- 
siduously the person of the pope .when his 
holiness is serjouSly ill, even the papal 
apartments passing under the responsi- 
bility during such periods. After 1870 
there was a gradual general curtailment 
of expenses at the vatican, and thig re- 
sulted in a reduction in numbers of the 
noble guard, which now musters about 
forty men.

Says McBride’s Interest in 
Company Had Ter- 
minated; 


Cincinnati, July 13.—Recently Thomas 
©. McBride petitioned the United States 
court here for a receiver for W. J. 
Odell & Co. for the purpose of settlement. 
McBride claimed that he had put his 
money into the concern and was never 
able’ to ‘see the books or get returns. 

Today W. J. Odell filed his answer that 
McBride had a one-eighth interest in the 
company organized in 1899 with $25,000 cap- 
ital. This firm failed, owing $125,000. Odell 
claims he paid all this indebtedness with- 
in ithe next few years after the Odell 
company had been incorporated. Odell 
states that in May, 190), the firm lost 
its capital and McBride at first did not 
respond to the assessment for funds. 
Later in that month McBride offered 
$1,000 which Odell refused. Still later Mc- 
Bride was told that other arrangements 
had been made and that his interest in 
the company had terminated. The busi- 
ness was then conducted by Odell & 
Stapely as,a copartnership. They paid 
off all the debts and McBride never, un- 
til May, 1908, claimed any interest in the 
busiess. Then McBride demanded a set- 
tlement when he was told that he had 
not been a partner and had no interest 
since’ Mgy 7, 1901. 

The answer avers that the incorpora- 
tion. of the Odell Company on April 6, 
198, was formed according to plans de- 
cided upon some time previous and wa6 
not a scheme.

They invited 
her into the buggy, found shé ‘was de- 
mented and took her to a cabin in Hamil- 
ton county, where she was kept for 
weeks, She was moved Rter to a Rut 
in Indianapolis and when the seareh for 
her became so close, chloroformed her 
and buried her body in the Union Chapel 
cemetery. 

Cantrell,;when he arrived at the ceme- 
tery tonight. Was uncertain as to which 
&rave she was buried in: Se said she 
had been placed in a grave that had been 
robbed several months before. Miss Sel- 
vage’sS brother was in the party. Two 
graves were opened and one was found 
to have been disturbed as Cantrell said 
it would be found with the rough box 
broken open and the coffin lid turned up- 
Side down. The body in it was not 
recognized by Mr, Selvage. Ot#er graves 
will be opened tomorrow.

Columbus, Ga., July 13.—(Special.)—Afr- 
ter an absence of thirty-eight years from 
Columbus,, Rosa Crawford, a negro wom- 
an, has just arrived in the city from 
Liberia. She is glad to get back, and 
@ays there are any number of others in 
the negro colony who would be glad to 
come back to America if they could. 

She was a girl only about eighteen years 
old when she joined the first emigration 
party out of Columbia to Africa, the first 
year after the war. She was a servant 
@t the home of Randolph Mott, one of the 
most prominent cilizens of Columbus. The 
young woman was s¢ized with the emigra- 
tion craze and ran away from her parents, 

$She married in Augusta, while en route 

- to Africa. The colonists settled in Mon- 
revia, and the majority of those living are 
stilh resfifeRht- cf YAberia. Less ttan & 
half dozen of the Columbus negroes are 
fatisfied with their present home, but 
many of them would come back to Amer- 
ica if they could pay the passage. Th6 
Crawford woman was a laundress and 
Says she made a good living. Her hus- 
band died fifteen years ago. Five years 
ago she mived to the British province of 
Sierra Leone, adjoining Liberia, where she 
found her work in much démrand, there 
being many rich white families there who 
were willing to pay well for fine launder- 
ing. She managed to make enough money 
fin this way to get back home. 

Her sister from Columbus, and brother 
in Atianta, met her at the Atlanta station, 
and the méeting was so affecting that a 
police officer threatened to Jock the three 
Megroes up for creating a disturDance. 

The Crawford woman is af intelligent 
negroes and gives an interesting descrip- 
tion of conditions in Liberia. She says 
that the American trade with the coun- 
try has greatly fallen off. Formerly two 
*or three American ships touched at Mor- 
rovid every week. Now sometimes a year 
or two passes witht 
being in the harbor, The American com- 
mercial interests at Monrovia have been 
steadily declining, and the foreign bus- 
mess is done by Engiand, Germany, Hol- 
land and Norway.

BEING SOUGHT 


Philadelphia Man To Dig for 
Treasure on Warsaw 
Island,

Mr. Haslip investigated the trunk, 
Among other things'he found an old 
piece of sheepskin parchment, which had 
evidently done duty as a drumhead,. The 
parchment contained a may of Warsaw 
island, lo@ating a certain spot. Accom- 
panying it was a statement to the effect 
that Berrien was first mate on the con- 
federate blockade runner, Lucy Verne, 
out of Baltimore. On one trip when a 
rich Virginia family named Starke was 
aboard the Verne was chased by a fed- 
eral war vessel. | 

Finding themselves overhauled, it was 
determined to bury ashore all the treas- 
ure aboari, Berrier was one of the party 
assigned to bury the treasure. He made 
a map of the location on a drumhead, 
which he kept. Several times, Berrien 
says, he attempted to recover the treas- 
ure, but something interviewed.

Chronicle Owners Refuse To 
Print Lists at Old 
Prices.

city printer is just now the subject of anl- 
ma:ied discussion in Augusta. Formerly 
the city printer used to be a newspaper 
and has always been The Augusta Chron- 
icle, 

When Hon. Patrick Walsh was elected 
mayor, in order to rélieve him from 
dealing with his own newspaper as city 
Organ, the change was made of elécting 
an individual as city printer. At the 
present time E. B. Hook is city printer 
of Augusta. 

Some years ago in’ pursuit of the an- 
tagonism between their publishers and 
the cutthroat policy that has always ob- 
tained between The Chronicle and The 
Augusta Herald, the price of the city 
printing was cut down $500 a year, and 
for several] years past The Chronicle 
has been doing about $2,000 worth of 
work each year for the city for city 
printer's salary of $500. 

When there was sent round from the 
mayor’s office the list of registered voters 
of the city of Augusta to be published by 
The Chronicle, the new owners of the 
paper, Messrs. Cabaniss and Loyless, de- 
clined to do the work except at their reg- 
ular rates. They say the city of Augusta 
is no pauper and is entirely able to pay 
fair prices for its work, and unless {ft is 
willing to do so The Chronicle does not 


desire it. 

The city printer, Mr. Hook, was in- 
formed of the refusal of The Chronicle to 
publish the list, and asked what he in- 
tended to do about it. He replied that 
when elected printer he was president 
of The Chronicle Company and as its 
publisher could control its columns.

Judge Whatley, of Clay, Un- 
der Charges, 


@hortage Placed at Nearly $5,000. 
Alleged That He Worked Many 
Pension Frauds and Falsified 
Books and Accounts. 

Report Not In. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 13.—(Special.j— 
A judge of probate of Alabama, a de- 
faulter to the extent of perhaps $5,000, 
and a refugee from justice is the present 
Sensation in state politics. 

The name of the defaulting and ab- 
@conding probate judge is Judge M. W. 
Whatley, of Clay, who sent in his resig- 
mation to the governor about three weeks 
@go, and then disappeared and nothing 
has since been heard from him. 

Assistant State Examiner George F. 
Sedberry has just returned from Clay 
county, where he investigated the ac- 
counts and vouchers of the probate judge 
@nd while the report has not yet been 
made public, it is rumored to be quite 
sensational. 

When seen this morning Assistant Ex- 
a@miner Sedberry declined to talk about 
his report till it was submitted to the 
governor and is given out from the exec- 
utive office. 

It is understood, however, according to 
a@ former report made by the assistant 
examiner to the governor, that Judge 
Whatley’s defalcations date back four 
years and consist chiefly of retaining the 
warrants of old soldiers on the pension 
rolls, whese warrants he would withhold, 
telling the old soldiers when they called 
Yor their warrants that the state board 
_of examiners had turned them down and 
refused to grant them a pension, and he 
would take their warrants when received, 
go to a bank, indorse them and get the 
money on them. 

Never Let Pensioners Die. 

Another interesting charge in connec- 
tion with his treatment of the old soldiers 
is that when a soldier would get on the 
pension roll he was never permitted to 
get off. The old soldiers might die in 
other counties, but it is alleged that 
Whatley never allowed them to die in 
Clay. 

It is alleged Whatley had another way 
of getting money, and this seemed to be 
his chief source of revenue when he 
would run short. He would get the coun- 
ty commisioners to allow him a legiti- 
mate claim against the county and he 
would draw a warrant on the county 
for the amount, get his money from the 
co-nty treasurer and then mark the stub 
book “‘warrant lost,’’ and draw another 
Warrant, which he would collect through 
@ bank in Talladega, an adjotning town. 

It is said that on the assistant examin- 
er’s first visit to Clay county, while ex- 
@mining the books of the probate judge 
the examiner found these stubs in the 
book marked “lost,” and asked the judge 
about the missing warrants, and he said 
they were lost. The assistant. examiner 
then drew from his pocket some of the 
“lost’’ warrants, which he had found at 
Talladega, in some of the banks there, 
a@nd shewed the probate judge the evi- 
dences of his guilt. 

In his first report to the governor the 
assistant examiner said: 
“In my examination 
probate judge, Hom. M. W. Whatley, I 
find it in exceedingly great confusion; 
carelessness, negligence, errors and gross 
irregularities are apparent on every

ABOUT PORTS OF MANCHURIA 


Russia Informs China That Opening 
Has Been Postponed. 

Chee Foo, China, July 13.—General Ku- 
ropatkin, the Russian minister, and his 
giaff, who have been present at the im- 
portant confernece at Port Arthur of the 
Russian minister to China, M. Lessar, 
and all the high Russian officials in north 
China and Manchuria, at which the Rus- 
sian position in the Far East was dis- 
cussed, ieft Port Arthur today on their 
return to St. Petersburg. 

St. Petersburg, July 13.—According to 
the newspaper Novikrai, published at 
Port Anmhur, Russia has informed China 
ihat she is compelled to exclude foreign- 
ers from Manchuria and postpone the 
opening of Manchurian ports, owing to 
the presence of Englishmen and Amer- 
icans, who, in disguise, are engaged in 
espionage. Russia, according to the pa- 
per, promises to open the ports six years 
hence, when the country Nas been tran- 
quilized and settled.

_ ®,Hot Fights for County Jobs. 
\ untsville, Ala., July 13.—(Special.)j— 
e are quite a number of candidates 
for county offices already in the fleld and 
the prospects are that local politics will 
be lively this fall. The avowed candi- 
dates for the probate judgeship are Judge 
S. Morgan Stewart, Hon. R. E. Sprag- 
ins, Circuit Clerk W. T. Lawler and 
Charles H. Halsey. Many will be in 
“vay race for treasurer, assessor and col- 
ector. 
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T pover over Wilkes county. The 
factional disturbances which have 
stirred up so much strife have, appar- 
ently, become things of the past. Every 
body has won out, and everybody Is 
happy in consequence. But one step 
toward the final settlement of the trou- 
bles has yet to be taken, and that is 
the appointment of a county commis- 
sioner: but there has been complete 
agreement over that little matter and all 


is well. 

For a time things were anything but 
peaceful. There was a fight against the 
city court, a fight against the board 
of county commissioners, 4 fight for the 
solicitorship of the court, and back of it 


new court house. The representatives 
from Wilkes, Messrs. Alexander and 
Granade, came to Atlanta at the bigin- 
ning of the session prepared to do 
things unless they were able to carry 
their point in some respects. For one 
thing, they had determined to put 
through a bill abolishing the city court 
of Washington if they could find no other 
way to dispose of the officials of that 
court. On thes surface there was no 
fight against Judge W. H. Toombs, but 
underneath the surface there were the 
possibilities of such a fight. 

Early in the proceedings those inclined 
to oppose Judge Toombs were made to 
understand that it would be entirely 
useless to present a candidate against 
him, so the contest. was waged around 
the solicitorship held by Hon. Will Sims. 
In this, as tn all the factional differences 
in the county, the dispensary question 
entered to a very large degree. Sims was 
on one side in the dispensary fight, while 
Claud Norman was on the other; and as 
was most natural, the situation devel- 
oped to a.point where the representatives 
insisted that unless they were given the 
solicitorship for Norman they ‘would 
put in their bill abolishing the court. 

It was the desire to save the court that 
influenced much of the support which 
Mr. Norman received and which finally 


landed him a victor over Sims. 

The next chapter in the Wilkes drama 
was written around the board of county 
commissioners. A Bill abolishing this 
board was introduced by the Wilkes 
representatives and passed the house. 
It was claimed that pack of this Dill 
was the opposition to a new court house 
in which Representative Alexander has 
been prominent. This contest over the 
building of a court house has figured 
greatly in Wilkes affairs, having entered 
into politics as well as into the courts. 
When the bill to abolish the commis- 
sioners got before the senate committee, 
there was strong opposition to it. It 
was tabled by the senate on Friday with 
the understanding that some effort at 
compromise was being made—some solu- 
tion which would satisfy everybody. Yes- 
terday morning the bill was called up in 
the senate and was given a unanimous 
vote by those present. It was under- 
stood that the passage of the measure 
would suit all factions, but just what 
compromise had been made was known 
to but few. Later it developed that un- 
der the provisions of the bill Wilkes is 
to be given one commftssioner instead 
of three, and that Dy common consent 
it has been agreed that the place shall 
go to Will Sims. 

So*Sims, though defeated for the solic- 
dtorship, wins a better place. Norman 
went after the solicitorship and got it, 
and is happy. Judge Toombs Is serene 
with the certainty of another four years 
in the office he has filled so well. Repre- 
sentatives Alexander and Granade are 
happy because they have carried their 
point both in the appointment of Norman 
and the abolition'of the board of com- 
missioners. Dick Callaway and his fel- 
low commissioners may well feel re- 
joiced at getting out of the court house 
muddle. Ed Hill is happy because he 
was the strong supported of both Toombs 
and Norman and was largely influential 
in putting through that compromise. 

If there is anybody who has cause 
for unhappiness, it is Sims, who, in the 
role of commissioner to which he will 
be appointed as. soon as the bill is signed, 
must try and please all factions by his 
attitude toward that proposed Wilkes 
court house. Apparently that will be no 
easy job. 


Judge Taliaferro Reappointed. 

Governor Terrell settled the Washing- 
ton county contest yesterday when he 
sent to the senate the names of Judge 
Taliaferro and Solicitor Howard for the 
city court of Sandersville. Judge Talla- 
ferro is the present incumbent and his 
reappointment was strongly urged by 
many prominent men, among whom were 
the Evanses. On the other side, support- 
ing -olone] Hyman for the judgeship was 
Congressman Hardwi.., who is Hyman’s 
law partner and close friend. The in- 
dorsements were pretty well divided, and 
for several other reasons the contest has 
been watched with more than usual in- 
terest. 


Election of School Commissioners. 


Senator Comas, who has made a quiet 
canvass of the senate, says that the 
present indications point to the defeat of 
the bill for the election of county school 
commissioners by the people. Of the 
thirty-four members he had seen last 
night, twenty had declared themselves 
opposed tp sq radical a change in the 
present school system as that proposed. 
Several others are in doubt as to their 
position, while fourteen have so far put 
themselves on record in its favor. 

The bill, which has passed the house, 
is being much discussed at the other end 
of the capitol. While.ther@ is a general 
disposition to believe that better results 
should be obtained in some counties than 
are now secured, a good many people 
doubt whether this should be done by the 
election of the county school cymmis- 
sioners in the popular elections. These 
officials are now elected by the county 
boards of education, and their duty is, 
largely, to act as the agent and represen.- 
tative of the county board. Where the 
county board is efficient and vigilant, 
good results are obtained: where there is 
laxity and*indifference on the part of the 
county beard or where, as in some cases, 
there is factional politics in the workings 
of that body, there is dissatisfaction. 

One of the men who has paid most at- 
tention to educational matters in his sec- 
tion of the state summed, up the situa- 
tion yesterday afternoon in this way: 


“There are good groygnds for complaint

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against the results secured in somé coun- 
ties, but I believe a careful analysis of 
this will show that the fault is not, neces- 
sarily with the system. These complaints 
have come from different sources. In 
some instances, from patrons of schools 
who want to select their own teachers— 
sometimes kinfolk, sometimes favorites 
who are incompetent, in other instances, 
this opposition comes from those who are 
opposed to the consolidation of the 
schools; in still othersefrom local politi- 
clans. 

“The county school commissioners are fn 
a position to exert some influence and 
they are not always amenable to the local 
politicians. In still other cases that 
have come within my knowledge. there is 
politics—factional politics—in the county 
boards and the commissioners, as the rep- 
resentatives of such boards, necessarily 
get in it, too. 

“Now, as I see it, to elect the com- 
missioners by direct votes of the people 
would be like jumping into the fire from 
the frying pan, so far as this political 
phase goes. It would certainly operate 
to stir up factional politics where they do 
net now exist, and there is absolutely no 
g00d reason [0 believe that any better 
men would be secured for ghis important 
position than we get under the present 
system of election by the county hoards. 
The county boards have the better op- 
portunity to examine into the qualifica- 
tions of candidates, and are in a better 
position to select with the sole purpose 
of securing the best men for the position. 
In addition to the certainty that elec- 
tion by the people would inject factional 
politics, it is true that there is in each 
county a sufficient number of ignorant 
and non-progressive votes to hold the bal- 
ance of power which would naturally he 
handled to the detriment of the school 
System. All friends of education believe 
in the progressive development of our 
public school system. Such improvement 
would probably be retarded by getting 
more politics into educational matters. 

“There is no general demand for the 
election of the cgmmissioners by the pen- 
ple. So far as I have been able to find, 
this demand is confined to a few counties 
where local conditions are criticised. One 
man with whom I have talked, a senator 
who does not like conditions in his home 
county, is supporting the pill on the theo- 
ry that any change whatsoever would be 
for the better; that the present system 
is bad throughout. He would have dif- 
ficulty in Sugtaining this contention in 
Iny section. A good many members of 
the house who voted for the bill have 
Said they believe its passage would be a 
mistake; others who voted far it, did so 
purely for political reasons, taking their 
position because they regard any advo- 
cacy of elections by the people popular. 

““There may,” continued this gentleman, 


many cases and I believe the 
of the question is likely to do good. 
What we shou seek to do is to find any 
weak places there may be in the system 
and remedy them; |] believe, however, 
that the troubles complained of are due 
not to the system, but to lack of interest 
on the part of the authorities chosen to 
put it into operation. In som counties 
the fault is with the grand juries, which 
are careless in their selection of members 
of the county boards of education and in 
the examination of the books and the 
work of the boards and commissioners. 
Often the grand juries do not take such 
personal interest in the school system as 
they should. The grand juries might, in 
many instances, greatly improve matters 
in their counties by being more strict in 
insisting upon proper qualifications in the 
members of boards of education who have 


-to elect the commissioners, to select the 


text-books and the teachers, and to make 
the rules and regulations under which 
the schools are operated. The only qualf- 
fications essential under the law {fs that 
the members of the board be free- 
holders. Too often the members of the 
grand juries do not look beyond this. If 
the grand juries were stricter and if, fur- 
ther, the boards were stricter in their 
selection of commissioners, much of the 
complaint now heard would be silenced. 
it seems to me that two changes in 
the present law would do vastly more 
good than that contained in this bill, 
which is open to so much objection. One 
of these is that the examination of coun- 
ty schoo] commissioners, sent out by the 
state school commissioner, should be pass- 
ed upon either by that official or by some 
board appointed by the governor, in- 
stead of by the county boards. In many 
instances this examination js a farce be- 
cause of the favoritism shown by the 
county board. Then, too, it ought to be 
permissable for the board to select its 
commissioner from outside, instead of 
being confined to the county, as is now 
the case. No man would say that in se- 
lecting a superintendent for a cotton fac- 
tory, for instance, the board of directors 
should be compelled to select a local man, 
and yet it is just as necessary to have a 
good man at the head of a county school 
system as it is to have simh a man at 
the head of a business enterprise. The 
county board should be permitted to get 
such a man wherever it may find him, 
just as the village and city systems have 
the power to go and select the proper 
man without regard to his residence. I 
understand such a bill is to be introduced. 
It would be of vastly more value to the 
improvement:of the present schools than 
would follow from plunging the schools 
into factional politics, as would be the 
result of the bill which passed the house.” 


For the Encampments. 

Orders have been issued by the war de- 
partment at Washington designating Cap- 
tain John B. Bennett, of the Sixteenth 
infantry, United States army, instructor 
and inspector for the encampment of the 
Fifth Georgia at Rome. Captain A. M. 
Bell and his troop C, Seventh United 
States cavalry, has been designated for 
the same duty for the encampment of the 
First Georgia cavalry at Savannah.

Hon. Byron Bower, of Decatur, has not 
by any means given up the idea of ac- 
complishing something in the direction 
of a division of the school fund between 
the races in accordance with the amount 
of taxes paid by each. South Georgia, 
it is said, 1s deeply interested in seeing 
something done on this line. 

In spite of the fact that Mr. Bower's 
resolution which proposed to express the 
legislative wish that eounty school boards 
use their discretion to make guch di- 
vision of this fund in their respective 
counties was defeated in the house, it 
received what was considered a flattering 
vote. Mr. Bower and other friends of 
the movement consider everything points 
to a growing sentiment in favor of this 
plan. 

It will be recalled that the bill pro- 
posing to disfranchise the negro received 
only three votes in the house two years 
ago, while the Bower resolution the other 
day received thirty-eight votes. Other 
members of the house informed Mr. Bow- 
er they were in favor of the principle in- 
volved, but voted against the resolution 
because they thought it would not ac- 
cumplish the purpose aimed at.

SHELLS SHOWER

Battle Between Castro’s Forces

Soledad, Venezuela, Friday, July 10.— 
Soledad, which is a strategic position 
opposite Ciudad Bolivar, on the Orinoco 
river, has been taken by government 
troops. 

The Associated Press correspondent, 
who chme overland with the government 
forces from Maturin, witnessed the shell- 
ing today of the strong trenches con- 
structed along the river front before 
Ciudad Bolivar by the revolutionists. It 
is believed that the government troops 
will make a landing on that side of the 
river upon the arrival of General Gomez, 
the government commander in chief, who 
is expected Monday (today) with a fleet 
which will cooperate in a general attack 
on the city. 

It is learned through deserters that 
General Gomez, before entering the: val- 
ley of the Orinoco, defeated the revolu- 
tionists under General] Antonio Paredes, 
who surrendered Puerto Cabello in 1899 
and who; subsequently was captured by 
the liberals near Irapa. General Gomez 
thus securfd the safety of his rear 
guard. Notwithstanding local public opin- 
ion to the contrary in government clir- 
cles, it is not belleved that General -Ro- 
lando, who holds Ciudad Bolivar, will be 
able to resist the government's attack.

mulate reasonable rules by which the 
railroads of this state shall receive, re- 
celpt for, and ship in a reasonable length 
of time all freights tendered them for 
shipment, and provides further a penalty 
for the violation of the rules thus formu- 
lated. 

‘The representatives of the railroads-en- 
deavored to show tnat the law, as it 
now stands, requires the railroads to re- 
ceipt for and promptly ship freights ten- 
dered them. The fact remains, however, 
that .in mumerous instances the roads 
have failed to receive freights and re- 
ceipt for same at non-competitive points, 
and the patrons of the roads were lIeft 
powerless and had to wait the convenient 
p-easure of the public carriers 

“Again, in the face of a ceaseless 
stream of complaints the railroad com- 
mission finds itself powerless and with- 
out authority to regulate, in any wise, 
the receiving and the prompt shipment 
of freights. In the absence of this power 
and its extreme helplessness and in the 
absence of any law which meets the de- 
mands of the case, fhe railroad commis- 
sion recommended the passage of just 
such a measure as the one under con- 
sideration. 

‘The bill further provides a penalty 
for the violation of any reasonable rule 
made by the commission, and rightfully 
so. <Any rule, or law, evidently would 
fall flat without the power to inforce 
it. or a penalty for non-compliance. But 
we contend that damage suits would be 
materially décreased by the enactment 
of this bill into a law, because freights 
promptly shipped and delivered would 
less likely damage In transit. 

“To be convinced of the necessity for 
such legislation is only to become ac- 
quainted with the actual conditions, es- 
pecially at non-competitive points. For 
the past decade there has not been a 
season but that the markets ‘were con- 
gested at such points while plea after 
plea has been made for cars to relieve 
the situation, but to no avail. 

‘When warehouses are packed and buy- 
ers resort to the open streets to store 
their cotton; when risks of lossage by 
fire must be run, or heavy insurance 
must be paid, and this state of things 
existing, too, for weeks ‘at the time, the 
merchants and farmers directly affected 
beyond question feel the need of such 
legislation and their complaints should 
be heard. The same conditions confront 
the shippers of friut and vegetables and 


the lumbermen of south Georgia and they” 


earnestly urge the passage of such a Dill. 

“The representatives of the railroads 
acknowledge a shortage in rolling stock 
and the inability of the roads to handle 
with rapidity the volume of business 
during certain seasons of the year. We 
submit that as public carriers the roads 
should be equipped sufficiently well as 
to be able at least to relieve the pressure 
during these congested periods. 

“It is’not the purpose of the authors 
of this bill to place a burden upon the 
railroads of this state. As ploneers of 
development and promoters of progress 
and civilization, we would gladly aid 
them in every legitimate cause and stand 
guard at every encroachment of their 
But we fail to see any hard- 
ship this bill would place upon the rail- 
roads. The house of representatives, 
after due deliberation, called to see it 
as evidenced by the vote when the bill 
was placed upon its passage. The vate

“It is up to the senate, should this 
bill fail to pass that body, to explain to 
the people of this state why this just 
and needful legislation was denied.’’

GERMAN-CANADIAN 


Publication cf the Correspondence by 
British Foreign Office. 


London, July 12.—A white paper was is- 
sued by the foreign office tonight. giving 
the correspondence between Great Brit- 
ain and Germany in connection with the 
German-Canadian tariff discussion. The 
dispatches cover the period from May 9. 
1897, to July 8, 190, hut their text adds 
little to the statements by foreign offi- 
cers brought out in parliament from time 
to time. The general tone of the cor- 
respondence indicates a greater willing- 
ness on the part of Germany to discuss 
in a friendly way the question. after 
Colonial Secretary Chamberlain's advo- 
cacy of a retaljJatory tariff policy. 

On June 27. Germany suggested an in- 
terchange of ideas with a view to a 
friendly settlement. This suggestion was 
acepted by Lord Lansdowne. although the 
British foreign secretary in closing his 
note reiterated Great Britain’s refusal to 
admit Germany’s right to treat Canada 
or any other colony granting special tar- 
iff concessions to the mother country as 
a separate customs territory to be made 
to suffer by retaliation for privileges 
granted to the United Kingdom. 


Stone-Throwing in Richmond. 


Richmond, Va., July 13.—There was 
some disturbance in the way of stone 
throwing, hooting, etc., in connection with 
thef opening of the Fairmount line, in 
the northeastern part of the city, today, 
but it did not amount to much. With 
poor exception, the street car strike sit- 
uation has remained intact. An arrest 
was made tonight for alleged cOmplhicity 
in the shooting of militiamen and strike 
breakers on the night of June 4.

The bill in question grows entirely 
out of this expressed ,desire of the 
people to recover as many of their 
alienated powers as possible. The 
Georgia railroad commission is en- 
dued with more judicial and arbitrary 
power than any other like commission 
in the states of the union. It has an 
enviable record for alert and faithful 
service that is second to none. No 
cause of complaint against that record 
has given rise to the movement to 
place the election of commissioners 
with the people. We doubt not any 
One of the present board would be 
elected by the people by a handsome 
majority. 7 

The popular feeling, however, in fa- 
vor of this measure is entitled to con- 
sideration. From the presidency and 
United States senatorships down to 
militia district constables the people 
feel they have the right of direct voice 
in the choice of their officials. The 
closer the officia] is to the people the 
greater must be his sense of depend. 
ence upon their judgment of his acts 
and the sincerity with which he under- 
takes and performs his public stew- 
ardship. In these respects the demo 
cratic principle of direct responsibility 
of officers to the electorate cannot be 
improved upon. 

If it be felt by any that such elec- 
tions associate administrative and dis- 
cretionary boards with politics the 
answer is ever ready that no system 
of creating such boards has yet been 
invented in any state-that does disso- 
ciate them from politics. In Georgia 
the dread in that direction is mini- 
mized to the lowest degree, since we 
know that under our white primary 
System the choice of commissioners 
will always be made by the governing, 
intelligent and responsible element in 
our politics. 

As The Constitution has always 
urged the wisdom of trusting the peo- 
ple, believing that in genera] well- 
digested public opinion is right far of- 
tener than it is wrong, so we do now. 
If the general -ssembly, itn the exer- 
cise of its wisdom, sends the election 
of the railroad commissioners to the 
people, we see no reason to deplore 
the action. The regulation of railway 
operations within the state was in- 
tended in the constitution to be by 
and for the people. In the wisdom or 
unwisdom, then, of their own popular 
action they must abide, and that is t®e 
peopile’s right and risk in a free, elec- 
toral democracy.

Our Statues in Washington. 

It has weretofore been resolved by 
the general assembly that Georgia 
shall be represented by the effigies of 
two of her distinguished sons to be 
erected in Statuary hall of the nation- 
al capitol. 

A commission of able Georgians was 
authorized to recommend the names 
of the two men _ so to be honored. 
They reported Dr. Crawford W. Long, 
the discoverer of general anesthesia, 
and Hon. Alexander H. Stephens, the 
Great Commoner of Georgia. A reso- 
lution is now before the general as- 
sembly asking authority to contract 
for the statues of the two men at a 
cost not tv exceed $15,000. 

There should be no misapprehen- 
sion as to this resolution. It asks for 
no present appropriation. The money 
will not be needed possibly for five 
years. But if the wishes of the people 
are to be carried out and the statues 
made, a beginning of the work on 
fixed terms and with authority must 
be had. This general assembly is only 
asked to authorize the work to be 
done and to limit the maximum price 
to be paid for it. To that request it is 
hard to conceive a valid reason for a 
negative vote. } 

The presence of the statues of Long 
and Stephens in Statuary hall will 
arouse a renewed and valuable public 
interest in the history of Georgia and 
the imperishable contrivutions her 
sons have made to the treasures of 
science and government. It ‘s a priv- 
ilege not to be lightly esteemed to vote 
for the erection of these statues in 
the nation’s most sacred and conspicu- 
ous hall of fame. 
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England’s Struggle for Self-Support. 

A singularly crass statement is 
made in Gunton’s Magazine in reply 
to a correspondent. ft.is to the ef- 
fect that England’s “free trade policy 
encouraged foreign markets for her 
manufactures, but it ruined her agri- 
culture and has kept a large portion 
of her population in a state of stereo- 
typed poverty.”

Because shé could not encourage 
her agriculturists to produce more 
than their ‘tillable areas ‘could 
yield, and that was_ insnfficient 
by large measures to meet. the 
home demand, she abandoned all 
protection for her farmers until. now, 
we believe, through her agricultural 
rates act she pays them a bounty to 
keep busy in their fields and not over- 
crowd her manufacturing districts. . 

Now that American and continental 
competition have overtaken and pass- 
ed her manufacturing power, and she 
is losing trade all over the. world, 
even in her own colonies, there is need 
for a new policy. Mr. Chamberlain 
thinks he has found it in an imperial 
zollverein. He does not propose to 
establish this protective federation at 
a single stroke, as we do with our Mc- 
Kinley and Dingley systems, but by a 
creeping up process of preferences ac- 
corded between the great factories of 
the mother country and the granaries 
and cattle ranches of the colonies. In 
this plausible programme he hopes to 
close the English thumb over the co- 
lonial fingers and so create a compact 
fist of defense for all British peoples 
and their trade interests. 

The open secret of British diploma- 
cy is to secure territories that can pro- 
duce breadstuffs and cotton and make 
of them increasing markets for Brit- 
ish manufactures. This is the only 
way now left to her to emancipate her 
people from dependence for bread 
upon America and foster reciprocal 
trade between herself and her colo- 
nies. It is Mr. Chamberlain’s only 
scheme by which to get the nation 
back to the enviable condition of self- 
support. 

Torrens Land Titles. 

There is a needed and valuable re- 
form measure astray somewhere in 
Ge.rgia. A few years ago Hon. Wash- 
ington Dessau, the well-known Macon 
attorney, presented to the Georgia Bar 
Association a project for the establish- 
ment in this state of the system o 
registration of titles to real estate 
known as the Torrens system. 

That system contemplates the regis- 
tration in their proper counties of all 
titles claimed to real estate and the 
speedy tria] out of all disputed claims. 
After a suitable peridd for such trials 
to be had, all titles become absolute 
in the holders of the approved deeds. 
Such deeds are then taken up and 
filed and a new deed issues to the 
Owner Or owners in the name of the 
State. That state~deed is thereafter 
incontestable. Whenever an owner 
seils his real estate his deed is can- 
celled and a new deed is issued by 
the sstate to the new owner. 

By this simple plan a deed to real 
estate is as good as a government 
bond and can be used as a basis of 
credit for loans and other accommo- 
dations with the same ease and expe- 
dition. The adoption of the system 
would be valuable beyond computa- 
tion to the real estate owners of Geor- 
gia, establish a higher order of credit 
throughout the state, end many causes 
of prolonged and costly litigation and 
emancipate many a man from sharks, 
Shysterg and land tit:e speculators. 
Mr. Dessau will win an enviable popu- 
lar fame if he will follow up his propo- 
sition with active zeal to its final adop- 
tion,

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The Next Democratic Nominee. 

Our Washington correspondent yes- 
terday very perfectly stated the trend 
of democratic discussion looking to- 
ward the party’s next nominee for 
the presidency. With the fact accept- 
ed that President Roosevelt is to be 
the nominee of the republicans it is 


not unnatural that democratic leaders | 


should be concerned this early to dis- 
cover the personality most prominent 
in democratic favor throughout the 
country. 

What our correspondent says of 
Senator Gorman’s popularity is con- 
firmed by frequent expressions in the 
democratic press in all parts of the 
country. Because he is better known 
than most of the others mentioned; 
because he conducted with splendid 
ability the first electoral campaign for 
Cleveland, and because he is a party 
figure of unquestioned wisdom and 
patriotism, his name is not unduly 
prominent in present discussions ol 
promising candidates. 

The final test of any man’s availa- 
bility cannot now be determined in 
the democratic mind as it has been in 
the republican case. The reasons why 
are too familiar to need rehearsal. 
The first session of a@ new congress 
js to intervene before the nomination 
is due and what may come out of the 
political caldron between now and 
next midsummer is baffling to any 
imagination.

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ANOTHER SCANDAL EXPLODES. 


Gross Irregularities in Assay Office 
at El Paso. 

Washington, July 13.—The treasury de- 
partment confirmed the report that gross 
irregularities had been charged in con- 
nection with the assay office imported 
lead ores at El Paso, Tex. 

The department was asked by the col- 
lector there to appoint a commission 
with Government Storekeeper Fulker- 
son as chairman, to investigate the 
charges. This the department declined 
to do, but instead directed special Agents 
Evans, at FE! Paso, and Johnson, at New 
Orleans, to make the investigation and 
instructed Mr. Fulkerson to turn over 
to the special agents and facts in his 
possession bearing upon the subject. 

Mr. Fulkerson refused to do this on 
the ground that the agents would not 
treat his evidence as confidential, there- 
upon the department directed that 
charges be preferred against Fulkerson 
for insubordination. It is reported that 
Fulkerson has resigned, but the depart- 
ment has no knowledge of this action, if 
it has been taken.

tempt; men are beginning to believe that 
the rifle ball and the faggot are the only 
real security of decent people after 4ll. 
It 4s not well that such a state of affairs 
should exist. We cannot remove all the 
causes that contribute to it but some of 
the disturbing elements are under our 
contro] and one matent maléficent factor 
is our penal system. 

This legislature ought not to adjourn 
until it has addressed itself to this most 


important matter. 

For some years past the honorable tne 
genera] assembly of the state of Geor- 
gia has not lived up to the full measure 
of its dignity and usefulness. It has 
seemed to meet only for two main pur- 
poses, a class war on corporations and the 
excogitation and enactment of new 
schemes of taxation. The corporations 
can take care of themselves and the tax 
payer, when tired of his present. lamb- 
like docility, .will be heard from; and 
therefore I say nothing ag to either; but I 
do say that these revenue laws and these

BISHOP KEILEY ON PROPHECIES 

Editcr Constitution: Will you kindly 
permit a comment on your editorial of 
yesterday on the ‘Successor of Leo 
XIITI.’’ 

You say: 

‘Before the exaltation of Pius VI to 
the apostolic see, St. Malachi, archbish- 
op of Armagh, Ireland, issued a prophecy 
of the characteristics of the papal succés- 
sors for several centuries not yet ex- 
hausted. His predictions have almost lit- 
erally been fulfilled despite the fact that 
he described the popes to come in alle- 
gorical epithets.. These descriptions are 
now revived in consequence of the cer- 
tainty that Leo XIII is moribund and his 
succéssor must soon be chosen.”’ 

As Pius VI died on August 29 1799, and 
St. Malachi died on November 2, 1148, it 
is, of course, correct to state that he 
antedated the pope. My purpose, how- 
ever, in writing is simply to state that 
the so-called prophecies of St. Malachi 
were not written by him. 

They commence with Celestin II, who 
reigned in 114. 

They were first published in 15%, more 
than four hundred years after St. Mal- 
achi’s death. Seme writers attribute their 
authorship to an unknown friend of Car- 
dinal Simoncolli, at the. conclave where- 
in Gregory XIV became pope. It wa# not 
very difficult to select appropriate epi- 
thets for popes from Celestin II to Greg- 
ory XIV, since the principal events in 
their pontificateg have passed into his- 
tory. 

Though spurious, so far as regards the 
claim that they are the work of St. 
Malachi, it may be of interest to your 
readers to give the rest of this pseudo 
prophecy. Assuming that Leo XIII is the 
‘Lumen in Coeélo,” the others are men- 


tioned as follows:

It. will, in all probability, never be 
known who compoged this list; it was 
certainly not the saint whose name it 
bears.

The cardinals 
are not bound to confine themselves to 
the college of cardinals when electing a 


-successor to the pope. 
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Politicians will not find a place in the 
conduct of the cardinals who mav be 
called upan soon to elect a successor to 
Leo XIII. The idea of cardinals mak- 
ing antecedent coalitions is as untrue in 
itself as it is offensive to us in the state- 
ment. 

Some distinguished western gentleman 
has discovered a mare's nest and exploit- 
ed it through the Associated Press. in- 
forming the country that attention must 
be paid to the veto power vested in Aus- 
tria, France and Spain. A custom has 
obtained in the past that the cardinals 
who represent these countries were per- 
mitted to state that certain cardinals 
were not personae gratae to their gov- 
ernments. Despite this, it has happened 
before that the veto was disregarded. It 
extreinely unlikely that Austria or 
Spain would make any request of this 
nature, and it is absurd to suppose that 
ahy “member of the sacred college coulo 
be induced to speak for the present com- 
munistic and red republican government 
now in power in France.

Election of railroad commissioners by 
the people is the subject of a bill by 
Mr. Rankin, of Gordon, which the house 
of representatives passed yesterday by @ 
vote of 100 to 65. 

Discussion ‘of the measure was brief, 
particularly in view of the fact that it 
Proposes to make a radical change in 
an existing law. Under the present law, 
as is well known, the raflroad commis- 
sioners are appointed by the governor. 

Mr. Rankin's bill which went before the 
general judiciary commfttee, ca 9 back 
with an adverse report, particularly On 
account of the fact that it provtded for 
an extension of the terms of office of the 
present commissioners. Another ground 
of opposition was that the people do not 
give enough attention to minor state of- 
fices to qualify them to make the best 
selection. 

When the gill came back to the house 
“Mr. Rankin, without any difficulty, se- 
_dred a reversal of the committee's ac- 
tion, and the adverse report was dis- 
agreed to. 

The bill was read the second time Sat- 
urday, and yesterday was reached on 
the calendar. Mr. Rankin then offered a 
substitute removing the objectionable 
fe®ure, the extension of the terms of 
the present commissioners. 

The substitute simply provides for the 
Glection of these «commissioners by the 
people at the expiration of the terms 
of office of the incumbents. 


Provisions of the Measure. 


Mr. Rankin’s bill as passed by 
house is as follows: 

A bill to be entitled an act to provide 
for the election of railroad commission- 
ers of this state by the electors of the 
whole state, and for other purposes. 

Bection 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia, and 
it is hereby enacted by authority of the 
Same. That the railroad commissioners 
of this state shall hereafter be eiected 
by the electors of the whole state. who 
are entitied to vote for members of the 
general assembly. 

Sec. 2. Be & further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That successors to 
the incumbents be elected at the first 
general election preceding the expiration 
of their terms of office respectively: That 
is to say, that at the general election 
to be held on the first Wednesday in 
October, 1904. there shall be chosen or 
elected one railroad commissioner to suc- 
ceed the incumbent, Hon. J. Pope Brown. 
whose term of office will expire on the 
15th day of October, 195. That at the 
general election to be held on the first 
Wednesday in October, 1906, one commis- 
sioner shall be elected to succeed the in- 
cumbent. Hon. G. Gunby Jordan, whose 
term wil! expire on the 15th day of Oc- 
tober. 197, and one commissioner shall 
he chosen at the general ¢lection to be 
held on the firet Wednes: dv in October. 
1908. to succeed the fhen Incumbent whose 
germ of office will expire on the 15th day 
of October. 1999. 

Sec. 3%. Be it further enacted by the 
euthority aforesaid, That in case of a 
vacancv, causing an unexpired term. the 
same shall be filled by executive anpoint- 
ment and the nerson appointed shall 
hold his office until the next regular ge%- 
era! election, and until his successor for 
the balance of the unexpired term shall 
have been elected and qualified.

Says Superintendent Wright Is 
Too Busy with Studies, 


Complaint Followed Closely Order 
Forbidding Use of Signal Wagon 
by Captain Except Upon 
Police Business—Up 
Tonight. 


Captain Z. B, Moon, of the police force, - 


has made complaint against Superintend- 
ent M./J. Wright, of the police signal de- 
partment, in which he alleges that the 
signal |service does not give satisfaction. 
— friends say that it is rather re- 
markable that Captain Moon did not dis- 
covek that there was anything wrong with 
the oe service until after the captain 
had been forbidden the use of the horse 
and wagon used by Wright. The com- 
plaint and criticism brings out a new stir 
in the inner police circles and the af- 
fair is apt to culminate in*a lively dis- 
cussion by the police commissioners this 
evening when the board meets. 

Police ‘‘stirs’’ are. getting quite fre- 
quent of late. It is either a ‘stir’ on the 


outside about the ‘“‘bosses,’”’ or a “‘stir’’ 
among the members of the force on the 
inside that attracts public attention. 

This latest “stir,” in which Captain 
Moon is the movant and Superintendent 
Wright's friends are thé criticisers. 1s 
bristling with interesting points because 
of the signal horse and wagon having 
been trotted out into the grena. 

Complaint Followed Order. 

Captain Moon made his fitst complaint 
on July 1 in a letter to the chief, in which 
he said that the signal service was not 
giving satisfaction, and added, “If Wright 
would give more time to his duties and 
less to his studies the department would 
be better off.’ It chanced that this let- 
ter was written on the evening of the 
same day the chief had issued an order 
forbidding the use of the signal wagon 
and horse except under certain condi- 
tions. Captain Moon had been using the 
team every night to ride home after he 
got off duty and he earried the hostler 
with him to bring the team back to the 
barracks. The chief ascertained this, and 
as the wagon lot was left without a hos- 
tler, he issued the following order, which 
is given in full as the exact text of it 
seems to have much to do with the mat- 
ter, ard has been misunderstood: 

“Special Order No. 44—In future no one 
except the superintendent of the signal 
System and his linemen will be allowed 
to use the signal horse and a wagon save 
by permission from me unless in special 
cases of emergéncy and on police bysi- 
ness. Neither will any one except a cap- 
tain on astive duty be allowed to take or 
send a hostler, while on duty, away from 
the stable, unless on police business." 

Captain Moon, it Is said _ believed 
Wright inspired the order. Following his 
letter of complaint, the captain incarpo- 
rated in his monthly report the statement 
that the signal service was not giving sat- 
isfaction. 

What Wright Has To Say. 

Superintendent Wright says he hag re- 
ceived no official notice of Captain Moon 
making complaint against his department. 
He states that the police telephone sys- 
tem is giving the very best satisfaction if 
it is taken into consideration that anti- 
quated machinery is used. He has long 
ago recommended to the police board an 
appropriation for a new undeground sys- 
tem. | 

“Of course, the wires get out of fix 
sometimes,” says Wright, ‘‘and so do the 
telephone wires, the fire alarm wires and 
the telegraph wires when storms occur. 
Whenever anything goes wrong I imme- 
diately do the necessary repairing. That 
is what I am here for. I could give a 
better service with a new and improved 
outfit. About that horse and wagon mat- 
ter I know nothing. I did not make any 
report to the chief about Captain Moon 
using my team to go home every night. 
One day, after the team had been used 
by Captain Moon for an afternoon's 
drive the horse became sick, and I made 
a report of that to the chief, which it 
was my duty to do. In regard to my 
studiés, I wish to say that I took léec- 
tures to perfect myself in chemistry, 
which is g part of an electrician’s edu- 
cation.”’ 

Chief Ball, when seen about the “stir,” 
would make no statement. He said the 
matter would be presented to the board, 
and he preferred to leave it in the hands 
of the commissioners.

King Edward's Heit Visits Unite 
States Squadron, 


— 


All the Ships in the Harbor Dressed 
Rainbow Fashion, and 3ig Guns 
Thundered — Prince Took 
Breakfast on the Kear- 
sarge.

Portsmouth, England, July 13.—Thé 
prince of Wales visited the United States 
squadron this morning and breakfasted 
with Rear Admiral Cotton on the flag 
ship Kearsarge. All the ships in thé har- 
bor and the channel fleet at Spithead 
dressed ship rainbow fashion, manned 
sides, and fired a royal salute ag the 
prince boarded the American flag ship. 

The prince was received on the quarter 
deck of the Kearsarge by Admiral Cot- 
ton and his officers and the party de- 
scended to the admiral’s cabin for break- 
fast, at which President Roosevélt and 
King Edward were toasted. Admiral Cot- 
ton subs@quently escorted the prince o 
Wales around the ship after which the 
prince landed, with the warships firing 
another royal salute, and took a train for 


London. 
Striking Scene on Keansarge. 

The deck of the Kearsarge presented 4 
striking scene at the time of the prince 
of Wales’ arrival] with the men in white 
uniforms and arms linked, IHning the tur- 
rents, bridges.and rails. The British flag 
was fiying at the main mast and the 
whole ship was dressed in rainbow fash- 
ion. Crossing a red draped gangway the 
prince, who was accompanied by Ambas- 
sador Choate, the earl of Selborne, first 
lord of the admiralty, and others, passed 
through the line of sailors with Admiral 
Cotton and Captain Hemphill standing 
with their hands at their chapeaus, The 
drums and bugles sounded four flourishes 
and in response to the signal from the 
flag ship all the American vessels hoisted 
the royal standard at the main and fired 
Salutes of 21 guns. As the firet gun 
boomed all the ships in the harbor, in- 
cluding the royal yachts, the Victoria 
and the channe! fleet, lying off Spithead, 
dressed ship. 

After saluting Admiral Cotton and Cap- 
tain Hemphill, the prince of Wales shook 
hands with them and walked aft with 
them, being saluted by the marine guamM, 
Arriving on the quarter deck the prince 
galuted the Other guests and proceeded 
below to the quarters of the admiral and 
captain which for the occasion were 
thrown together, the tables being taste- 
fully decorated with flowers. The prince 
sat on Admiral Cotton’s right. 

Some of the Guests. 

The other guests at the same table 
were Lord Selbourne, Ambassador Choate, 
Lord Kerr, Field Marsha] Lord Roberts, 
Admiral Sir Charles Hotham, Sir Archi- 
bald Milne, Vice Admiral Beresford, Cap- 
tain Lambtom, Rear Admiral Sir Edward 
Chichester, Henry White, secretary of the 
United States embassy; J. R. Carter, sec- 
ond secretary of the United States em- 
bassy; Captain Stockton, the United 
States naval attache and other Ameri- 
ean and British officers. There were no 
speeches after the breakfast, the compa- 
ny rising and toasting the king and the 
president, the band in the meantime play- 
ing national airs. On the prince of Wales 
expressing a desire to Inspect the ghip, 
Captain Hemphill, escorted him along 
the gun deck of the superstructure and 
also below. The prince apparently had al-~ 
ready some knowledge of the Kearsarge, 
as he was familiar with her characteris- 
tics and made a remark about her es- 
pecially excellent ventilation. At the con- 
clusion of the inspection the prince com- 
plimented Captain Hemphill on the splen- 
did condition of the ship. As the pfince 

crossed the gangway Lieutenant William 

VY. Barrett, of the Kearsarge, shouted: 

“Three cheers for hig royal highness, 
the prince of Wales.” 

The same cry arose simultaneously on 
the other American ships and the cries 
of the four vessels heartily hurrahed, the 
prince meanwhile standing in the center 
of a group of officers with his hand at 
sakuite. 

Bands Play “God Save the King.” 

As the ships pulled out of the staiion the 
ships fired a royal salute, th® bands 
played “God Save the King.” Not to be 
outdone in courtesy, Admiral Beresford 
took up a position in front of the British 
blue jackets forming the royal escort who 
were lined on the’dock facing the battle 
ship Kearsarge. Obeying a sharp order 
the detachment presented arms, while the 
British band struggled with rather poor 
success through ‘‘The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.” As the eScort marched «way the 
Americans again rendered ‘‘God Save the 
King.”’ 

The prince of Wales evinced a deep in- 
terest in the superinmposed turrets of 
the Kearsarge and in response to the 
prince’s request, Captain Hemphill con- 
ducted him inside the forward double tur- 
ret. The prince stopped to enter the lower 
turret and mounted the ladder leading 
to the upper 8-inch gun turret. 

“Did the German emperor do this?"’ he 
asked. 

Captain Hemphil] replied: 

“Emperor William never got so high,”

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ANT ASPHALT 
ON NEW BRIDGE 


Bridge Committee Will De- 
cide About ‘Peters Street 
Viaduct. 


For the purpose of deciding whether 
an esphalt paving is to be placed on 
the new Peters street viaduct council's 
committee on bridge f which Council- 
man James L~Key is chairman, will 
meet this morning at ll. o’clock in the 
committee room at the city hall. 

As is well known the members of the 
bridge committee have been anxious to 


that was at first contemplated for use 
on the new viaduct, substituting for it 


either asphalt or some other smooth pav-, 


ing that comes with a guarantee. It is 
believed that asphalt will be best for 
the new bridge as the grade is not too 
steep to permit of Its use. 

Grant Wilkins, the contracting engineer 
for the structure, made the committee 
a proposition regarding the asphalt pav- 
ing. He estimated that about $25,000 ad- 
ditional would be required to put the 
smooth paving on the bridge. As the 
city does not appear to have the money 
in hand at this time, however, Mr. Wil- 
kins agreed to pay for the paving and 
allow the municipality to return to him 
the amotint with interest next year when 
the January apportionment’ sheet is 
made out. 

It will probably be either this or some 
similar proposition that will be consider- 
ed by the committee on bridges this 
morning. Work on the new viaduct has 
now progressed 80 far that it is necessa- 
ry to dedide without delay what kind 
of paving will be put upon the structure. 
It is stated by those who have knowl- 
edge of the durability of the various 
kinds of paving that the wooden flooring 
would at best be only temporary and that 
the city would be required to substitute 
for it one of the more durable paving 
materials within the course of a few 
years. Several members of the committee 
favor accepting the proposition of Mr. 
Wilkins. 

The finance committee will report fa- 
vorably during the next session of coun- 
cil upon a resolution which will authorize 
the sanitary department to use $4,000 of 
the money heretofore apportioned for the 
incineration of garbage for the purchase 
of twenty-five mules. 

Because the crematory has been dis- 
continued Sanitary Chief Jentzen made 
application for the mules, declaring that 
it was impossible to do the additional 
work with the present teams. 

Because of the scarcity of mules in the 
market at present it appears prohable 
that some member of the department will 
visit the west for the purpose of making 
the purchase. 

This was decided upon during the meet- 
ing of council's finance committee, of 
which Alderman Inman is chairman, 
which was held yesterday afternoon.

"TMANY CHANGES. 


IN THE STREETS 


Grades Will Be Changed to 
Contorm to Depot 
‘Site. 


For the purpose of deciding exactly 
what changes will be made.in the streets 
for the Atlanta Terminal Company, which 
is to construct the new union passenger 
station in Atlanta, council's committee on 
streets, of which Alderman Terry is 
chairman, wiff meet next Friday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock in the committee room 
at the city hall. 

These changes in grades will affect 
Alabama street, Madison street, Hunter 
street, Mitchel] street and several of the 
other streets that are in the vicinity of 
the site of the new union depot. 

The terminal company sent to council 
some time ago a petition regarding this 
subject. The company asks that the city 
make the necessary changes Yn the 
gtades of the streets in order that they 
may be made to conform to the grade of 
the cOmpany’s property where the new 
depot is to be erected and in order to 
make the place more accessible for the 
traveling public. 

The only hitch at present in the ar- 
rangements grows out of the fact that the 
Atlanta Terminal Company desires the 
city. to bear the expense of making the 
changes in the grades of the streets. This 
the members of council are willing to du, 
it appears, although there may not be 
enough money in the streets’ ordinary 
fund or in the other available funds for 
the purpose of making all of the changes 
that are necessary. 

If it appears that the city is unable at 
this time to do all the work it may be 
that some arrangement can be made with 
the railroads to do the grading and have 
the city pay them next year when the 
January apportionment sheet is made up. 

Two of the important changes in the 
streets will be made on Alabama street 
and Madison street. It is the present in- 
tention to extend Alabama street a suffi- 
cient distance to make a right angle turn 
into Madison street and Madison street 
is to be widened to 50 feet except be- 
tween Hunter and Mitchell streets, where 
the width will be 60 feet. The railroads 
will give the necessary land for these im- 
provements. 

The matter will be thoroughly discussed 
during the meeting of the street commit- 
tee next Friday afternoon.

“Out of the jaws of death, out of the 
mouth of hell,” was snatched the first 
game of the Tittle Rock series at Pied- 
mont park yesterday afternoon, and it 
was Sir Bernard Koehler, already famous 
in these ball diggins, who thrust in his 
prongs and did the snatching after Pug 
Bennett, Bobby Lynch, Captain Stafford, 
and Dick Crozier had gotten matters in 
shape and ready for Bernard’s hooks. 

It was a hectic, hair-raising, soul-in- 
Spiring finish such as is usually read 
about in facile baseball storigs like ‘‘Dia- 
mond Dick; Or How a Thrilling Game 
Was Won In the Ninth,” and such as 
ig witnessed once in a season on a real 
baseball diamond. 

In fact the sixteen hundred wildly ex- 
cited fanatics who witnessed yesterday’s 
contest could hardly believe that they 
were not living in some fairy land where 
the ball game always comes their own 
way in spite of everything, dnstead of 
witnessing a real live “sure enough” 
game, when with the score 3 to 0 in Little 
Rock’s favor at the beginning of the 
last half of the ninth, the game closed 
with a score of 4 to 3 in Atlanta’s favor. 

The sudden revulsion of feeling, the 
unexpected turn of affairs, came near 
being more than the large crowd could 
stand all in one afternoon, and the scene 
which follewed was one seldom witnessed 
on an Atlanta, or any other, diamond. 
Men Tose on their hind legs and yelled 
till the very vaulted dome of high heaven 
sent back a terrific echo, fair women 
screamed and frantically waived fans, 
handkerchiefs and parasols, while thp in- 
evitable small boy opened up his whis- 
tling pipes till some thought all che 
tugs of New York harbor were suddenly 
turned loose on Piedmont lake. 

Money Hurled at Koehler. 

The name of Bernard Koehler was on 
every lip, for he it was who had saved 
the day, and set all Crackerland on fire 
with joy by smashing out a two-bagger 
which drove in two runs—just enough to 
win the game. 

“Koehler,’’ ‘‘Koehler,” they shouted, 
and the Blue Ridge mountains in the 
distance echoed back the name of the 
fast outfielder, who can get anything he 
wants in Atlanta this morning from the 
best house and lot on Peachtree, to the 
street car system, (which, by the way, 
he might improve some, and give better 
accommodations at the ball park after 
the game). 

_ Women waved their dainty lace kerchiefs 

at him and ruthlessly threw their most 
winning smiles in his direction, while 
the men gathered around him and showed 
their appreciation of his mighty deed of 
valor in a more substantial way. Coin 
and greenbacks began to rain at his feet. 
Silver eagles, halves and quarters, one 
dollar bills, two dollar bills and a few 
fives were fairly hurled at him. When 
the newspaper men

man in his eagerness to give Koehler a 
dollar thrust the bill into Matthews’ 
hand. Matty thanked him. 

There are many sore hearts in Atlanta 
this morning. and the cause of their sor- 
row is they missed the finish.

The present intention of the Atlanta 
secretary is to organize a league includ- 
ing Charleston, 3. C., Columbia, & C.. 
Savannah, Augusta, Macon, Columbus. 
and, possibly, Brunswick, Ga... and Jack- 
sonville, Fla. 

For several years each of these cities 
has supported well independent ciubs, and 
it is believed by Mr, Boyer that if a 
strong league is organized they will sup- 
port league ball handsomely. 

Secretary Boyer has beeh connected 
with baseball enterprises for a number of 
years and is a man of considerabie ex- 
perience in the business. When Charics- 
ton 8S. C., was a member of the Southern 
League in 1898 he was manager of ghat 
club and put into the field one of the 
swiftest aggregations seen on the south- 
ern diamond. He was manager of the 
Roanoke, Va., élub in 18%. In 18% he 
organized the Cumberland Valley League 

Secretary Boyer has jntroduced into 
fast company sume of the best ball play- 
ers that are pow in the major and minor 
leagues, among thein Leacb, who is nhuw 
playing with Brooklyn; Wrigley, of New 
Orleans; Cpockman, of the Milwaukee 
Western League club, and a number of 


others. 

When seen about the matter of Clgan- 
izing the South Atlantic League for 1904. 
Secretary hsoyer stated yesterday that he 
believed it would &e a paying proposition, 
since all the towns mexjjoned are now 
ripe for good, fast baseball. 

As soon as the present season is cver 
he will make a tour of the cities and 
take definite steps toward putting clubs 
in each of them,

BUNTING AN ESSENTIAL 


N bunting as a basis of scientific 


TO THE SCORING OF RUNS 
batting, George M. Graham has 


‘er to say in The Philadelphia 


North American of last Sunday: 

“Bunting is the basis of scientific bat- 
ting. No team can win games without 
players who have mastered the knack of 
using the ‘soft bat,’ and tapping along 
first and third-base lines the exasper- 
atingly slow grounders that are 80 diffi-, 
cult to handle. 

“Bach year the importance of the bunt 
increases, and the salaries of its expo- 
nents soar upward. Keeler gets $10,000 
per season, the highest wages ever paid 
a player, mainly because he knows how 
to make safe hits without putting the 
balls out of The diamond. Fultz is draw- 
ing $6,000 for pretty much the same rea-~- 
son, 

Factor in Winning Pennants. 


“Baltimore and Brooklyn won between 
them half a dozen pennants because 
Hanion was able to impart the knack 
of bunting to his men. Comiskey was 
twice successful in Chicago through the 
same knowledge. The Boston Americans 
and the Pittsburg Nationals, who are 
now leading the major league races, both 
have three or four expert scientific stick- 
ers. 

“Bunting is the game that wins, and 
no team can pull down championships 
without it. The days have passed when 
sheer sluggers of the type of men who 
composed the famous Chicago and De 
troit teams can bat but victories. The 
Cleveland team of today has a remark- 
able bunch of long hitters in Hickman, 
Lajoie, Bradley, Flick and McCarthy. And 
yet the team is not in first place. One or 
two more fleet-footed scientific batsmen 
of th@ Bay type would make a material 
difference in the standing of the Spiders. 

The wily pitchers of today have 
learned how to foo] the sluggers. But 
the best of them are helpless before such 
bunters as Thomas, Fultz, Keeler, Jones, 
Bay and Pickering. The bunt deftly 
placed is almost impossible to field. It, 
takes the infield out of its regular posi- 
tion. Pitcher, catcher, third baseman, 
shortstop and second baseman are all 
likely to leave the bases uncovered in 
the frantic scramble to get the ball to 
first ahead of the hitter. Under such 
conditions it is not to be wonderéd at 
that clever, quick-thinking baserunners 
frequently get from first to third on In- 
field hits. 


Discourages Opposing Teams. 


“The bunt successfully used has a dis- 
heartening effect on the opposing team. 
Nothing so breaks up a _ pitcher as to 
find one man after another gefting down 
to base on little hits that roll so slowly 
that no one can get them up in time. 
Besides, the bunt is a potent producer of 
wild throws. Waddell is a fine instance 
of the pitcher who can seldom find first 
or second base when hurried. The big 
southpaw has lost more than one game 
by his erratic throws. 

‘One of the best pitchers at fielding 
bunts is Bender, the Athletics’ Indian 
'twirler. He is verv quick in getting up 
the ball, and usually throws accurately, 
no matter how much,rteam he uses. 


Thomas Greatest Bunter. 


“The Philadelphia National League 
Club has in Thomas perhaps the greatest 
bunter the game has ever seen. Thomas 
beats out more infield hits than any 
man in the business, and this in spite 
of the fact that he is not nearly so fleet 
as many of his rivals. The legislation 
ee strikes of all foul balls up to 
two was directly specifically at Thomas, 
and is the greatest possible tribute to 
"ee 

“Fultz is also a past master of the 
art. Keeler very rarely hits a ball hard, 
but contents himself with either dropping 
it down in the third base line or tapping 
it over the heads o1 the infielders. Pick- 
ering, of the Athletics, is more than an 
ordinarily good bunter, and Hartsel, hts 
team mate, also gets away with the 
trick frequently. 

**There are. naturally many more left- 
hand bunters than right hand ones. The 
man who bats from the southpaw side 
of the plate can get the ball toward 
third. more easily than his right hand

County Board Committee 
To Hear Petition for 
Line to Roswell, 


A meeting of the roads and bridges 
committee of the board of county commis- 
sioners has been called for tomorrow 
morning at 10 o'clock, at which time the 
committee will consider the application of 
the Piedmont Electric Railway Company 
for a franchise for an electric line to 
Roswell.

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WANT EXHIBIT 
AT EXPOSITION 


Chamber of Commerce Will 
Have Representatives Be- 
fore Committee. 


— 


For the purpose of urging favorable ac- 
tion upon the bill of Mr. Dunbar, which 
makes an appropriation of $30,000 for a 
Georgia exhibit at the St. Louls exposi- 
tion, representatives of the various com- 
mercial, agricultural and industrial as- 


sociations of Georgia will this afternoon 
be present during the meeting of the 
house committee on appropriations. 

Mayor E. P. Howell, of Atlanta, it will 
be remembered, started the movement for 
an exhibit of the resources of the state 
at the exposition. He did so by writing 
letters to all the mayoy of Georgia 
asking their cooperation in securing the 
passage of such a measure during the 
present session of the general assembly. 
Mr. Dunbar presented the bill and it 
was referred to the committee on appm- 
priations, where it now is. It has re- 
ceived the indorsement of all the in- 
dustrial, commercial and agricultural as- 
sociations of Georgia. 

During a meeting of the directors ef 
the Atlanta chamber of commerce yes- 
terday morning at the city hall the fol- 
lowing resolution was unanimously 
adopted: 

“Whereas, the Louisiana Purchase ex- 
position, to be held at St. Louis from 
April 30 te December 1, 1904, will be the 
greatest in the world’s history, estimated 
to cost nearly twice as much as the 
Chicago fair, with more exhibits and the 
probability of a vastly greater attend- 
ance, 

“And, whereas, fifty-one states, ter- 
ritories and possessions of the United 
States have in one way or another pro- 
vided funds for exhibits at this great 
exposition, and only the states of Geor- 
gia, Vermont and Delaware have failed 
to do so, : 

‘“‘And, whereas, Georgia has the rich- 
est and most varied resources, and the 
most salubrious climate in the world, and 
has heretofore been a leader in the 
progress of the southern states, but be- 
cause of too much conservatism, has 
within the past decade allowed some of 
her sister states to excel her in certain 
particulars, so that several of them have 
larger pay rolls though they were for- 
merly surpassed by this state, and it is 
necessary for us to put forth strong ef- 
fort if we would maintain Georgia's 
prestige. as the Empire State of the 
south; therefore, be it 

“Resolved by the directors of the At- 
lanta chamber of commerce, That we 
urge upon the legislature the importance 
of passing the Dunbar bill, Which ap- 
propriates $50,000 for a Georgia exhibit 
at St. Louis in 194, and we urge the 
agricultural, industrial and commercial 
interests of the state to use their In- 
fluence with their representatives for the 
passage of this measure.”’ 

Following is a statement issued by Sec- 
retary Cooper, of the Atlanta chamber 
of commerce, yesterday morning, show- 
ing what other states of the south have 
done regarding the matter of exhibits 
at the St. Louis exposition: 

Texa8S—Owing to constitutional restric- 
tions no appropriation could be made. 
The goverhor created a commission which 
raised by popular subscription $100,000. 
They think they will increase this to 
$200,000. 

Marylani—This state has a preliminary 
appropriation of $25,000. The legislature 
meets again in December. 

Virginia—Appropriation $50,000. They 
raising $50,000 more by subscription. 

Kentucky—The legislature failed to act 
and $1%.000 has been raised by popular 
subscription. 

North Carolina’s appropriation is $10.00, 
conditioned on $10,000 more being raised by 
subscription, The governor has assur- 
ance that the total will be $50,000. That 
will make the popular subscription $40,000. 

The Sauth Carolina senate last winter 
passed an appropriation of $25,000 which 
is now pending in the house. To pro- 
mote the work and insure the sfate’s 
appropriation, Governor FHeywood sent 
out a letter to every member of the house 
asking him to pledge himself in favor 
of the bill. The majority have so pledged 
themselves. The governor has created 
his commission and the work is going on. 
The money, therefore, is practically in- 
sured. In addition to that the state owns 
exhibits valued at $40.000, “which are at 
Charleston, which will be contributed. 

Florida—On account of constitutional 
restrictions the legislature made no ap- 
propriation. The legislature convenes 
this spring. Jacksonville chamber of 
commerce has begun a popular subscrip- 
tion, in which it has been joined by the 
boards of trade of St. Augustine, Miami.
